Madison—CD—William J. Dono- 


van, chief of counsel for 19 oil com- 
panies and 45 individuals charged 
with Gasoline price fixing in the 
midwest asked Federal Judge Pa- 
trick T. Stone today to direct a ver- 
dict of acquittal on the grounds the 
prosecution has shown no violation 
of law. 


He said there is a "fatal vari- 


ance" between the conspiracy in- 
dictment 
against the defendants 


and the evidence produced by the 
government in the first six weeks 
of trial. 


Donovan touched first, in his ar- 


guments before the court, on the 
co-called "rule of reason." 


"The supreme court." he said, 


"has held repeatedly that the sta- 
tute condemns only such conspira- 
cies 'as prejudice the public inter- 
est by unduly restraining competi- 
tion or unduly obstructing the 
course of trade.' 


"I think it is correct to say this— 


that it is not every agreement re- 
straining trade that is illegal. To be 
illegal the agreement must be one 
to restrain trade unreasonably." 


No Real Evidence 


Donovan declared all the evi- 


dence "is as consistent with the pre- 
sumption of the innocence as it is 
with the guilt of the offense, if any, 
charged in the indictment."

companies purchased gasoline from 
independent refiners in two pro- 
grams during 1935 and 1936. Dono-

It declares, in ef- 
fect, that there has been no con- 
fiscation of property under the duo 
process clause of the constitution if 
the state regulatory

take into account reproduction costs, 
amounts invested and every other 
factor that could possibly be con- 
sidered in arriving at a fair basis, 
leaving it to the commissions each 
year to change the rates to benefit 
the consumer when such changes 
are economically justified.

stabilized dollar or guarantee, utili- 
ties against riMng or falling prices 
over a term o£ years, there would 
be no controversy about a method 
of valuation. But congress bit off 
a piece of valuation experience be- 
ginning in 1920, when the elder La- 
Follette persuaded his colleagues to 
put into effect a scheme for valuing 
the lailroads that did not take into 


j account changing conditions-. The 
result was a cost of 8150,000000 to 
the railroads in getting the data 
and a big cost to the federal govern- 
ment, all of which statistical work 
was largely scrapped.

But if we are to 
have democracy in fact as well as in j 
name, we must'not monkey with' 
ihe dangerous notion that transient j 
popular majorities, however imores-, 
sive. can give to any American' 
president 
a personal mandate to

.UTILITIES ARE NATURAL GOATS 
If Post-Crescent readers 
missed or 


slurred over Mr. Lippmann's article last 
Friday evening they missed an opportu- 


' hity to understand very clearly what the 


utility battle in the United States is all 
about. 


The argument brings to mind the tie- 
| lightful one of high school days concern- 


ing whether Lincoln or Washington were 
the geater president, and it may go on just 
as long as the names of these presidents 
remain in history which is likely to be 
for quite a while. 


Mr. Lippmann demonstrated clearly 


how the attitude of both the utilities and 
the men in our political life toward the 
rules of valuation altered as their inter- 
ests seemed to be affected. 
Since each 


side has at one time or another embraced 
both doctrines, depending upon whether 
we were in a downward or upward move- 
ment of values, advocates of either idea 
will be able to find much solemn author- 
ity announced by both the defenders of 
property rights, and those who put per- 
sonal rights first, as 
though the^ two 


could ever be separated. 


It would really be a pity to settle this 


utility struggle. 


"We must have scapegoats. Why not be 


consistent and stick to the utilities? 


The very nature of utility construc- 


tion shows that these public service cor- 
porations were made to be scapegoats in 
every generation. They have the town 
covered with wires, cables run under the 
alleys, power lines like thousands of imps 
produce static on radios, and the whole 
sprawling mass resembles nothing half 
so much as an'octopus. 


The railroads did 
fairly well as a 


scapegoat for a long time. Their physi- 
cal aspects were similar in many re- 
spects to those of utilities but you cannot 
have a scapegoat without some dividends. 
You cannot get people purple in the face 
unless you paint the company as purple 
with pent-up blood. 


A utility may be said to be a natural 


born scapegoat, filling all desirable speci- 
fications, capable of hideous portrayal 
and guilty of sufficient sins a la Insull to 
permit the citation of authorities. More- 
over, since scapegoats are absolutely es- 
sential to any sort of a picturesque elec- 
tion who or what will supplant the utili- 
ties? During the lapse of time until that 
question is answered our country would 
be in such a ferment of excitement and 
business under such stress of uncertainty 
that commercial paralysis might be very 
far-reaching. 


QUALITY AND COURTESY 


Why do customers patronize one store 


instead of another? Most people, offhand, 
would probably guess "price"' or "easy 
credit."

However calloused the country may 


become to governmental carelessness in 
business affairs it was hardly expected 
that the Matanuska settlement would be 
run on quite as confusing and chaotic 
lines as are now admitted by the govern- 
ment itself. 


There is such a thing as planning a 


project carefully. 
Plans much greater 


and involving more details than the Alas- 
kan colony have been brought to comple- 
tion with a small percentage of error. 
Armies are moved by our war department 
involving many more people than those 
who went to Alaska and have accounted 
for every box of crackers and sack of 
coffee. 


The thing can be done and is done 


every day in those fields of business guid- 
ed by average ability and experience. 


Bul'it seldom has been done in politics. 
The government estimated that if each 


colonist were given a credit of $3,300 he 
could be established upon a self-sustaining 
basis and repay the obligation in 30 years. 


Knowing this full well the government 


nevertheless opened up its credit as a man 
might drive his colts into an oat bin, and 
with the same result. 


Some of the colonists ran their in- 


debtedness up as high as $14,000, many 
owed $10,000 to $11,000. 
They'bought 


what pleased their fancy. 
The 
Great 


White Father at Washington was too kind 
to say them nay. 


Came the day finally when they were 


swamped, when it was evident the in- 
come of the settlement would never be 
sufficient to untangle the people from 
their mass of debt. 


This left no alternative but to cancel 


a great portion of the debt and to make 
a present to many of the colonists of $7,000 
or $8,000 each. 


It is a hardship upon the cool-headed 


members of the colony who kept their 
indebtedness within the original estimate. 
They have learned that caution is foolish 
and economy is a sin. 
Only the extrava- 


gant get anywhere. 


Here is another yardstick concerning 


which little is said when the New Deal 
bosom-heavers come together. 


But it appears much like all their yard- 


sticks. 


At least, to dale, business ventures that 


were called yardsticks by the President 
have been unable to stand without spe- 
cial subsidies from the public treasury to 
place them on a par with privately con- 
ducted business. 


The losses at Mantanuska are some- 


what comparable to the Tugwellian theory 
of building workers' homes. 
Tugwell's 


homes averaged $12,000 each. The good- 
hearted professor never seemed to con- 
sider how an American workman could 
pay interest, taxes and upkeep on a $12,- 
000 home and ever get the principal liqui- 
dated before the home caved in. 
The 


only thing to do with Tugwell's homes 
was for the government to take a 50 per 
cent loss. The only thing to do at Ma- 
tanuska is for the government to write 
off its millions. 


Seemingly every time the government 


goes into business it gets its bones well 
picked.

REPEAL THE SURTAX 


The United States Chamber of Commerce has 


given the treasury a remarkably clear and fair 
picture of the harm done to industry and the 
workers in industry by the unjust surtax on 
undistributed corporate earnings. 


Enough time has passed since enactment of 


the tax to see the results. In the beginning, con- 
gress chose to believe predictions of bad results 
were predictions of evils that might not happen. 


But now it is possible to build up a picture of 


what has happened, and that is what the cham- 
ber has done. 


And what has happened is this: 
"Our study shows," reports President Davis 


of. the chamber, "that the surtax in actual op- 
eration is one of the most important factors 
now retarding an increase in employment, be- 
cause it restricts normal business development." 


There could not possibly be any sentiment in 


congress for retarding cither employment or 
normal business. 


Maybe congress believed such evils would not 


result from the tax, but the proof that they 
have resulted calls for instant repeal of the 
tax. 


The effect of the surplus tax has been exact- 


ly what business men said it would be. It has 
made it virtually impossible for small corpora- 
tions to grow, for weak 
corporations to 


strengthen themselves, and for new corpora- 
tions to get under way. 


A careful and honest survey of the nation's 


business has convinced business leaders, and 
should convince congress, of the great harm 
that has been done. 


Perhaps the greatest injury is the loss of em- 


ployment that has resulted. Hundreds of in- 
dustries, prevented by the tax from expanding 
normally, would have given employment to 
thousands of workers now out of jobs. 


Congress erred in putting a tax on business 


that, instead of increasing the revenues of the 
government, would eventually destroy the 
principal sources of federal revenues. 


Correction of the mistake thus becomes the 


first duty of congress, in the interest of na- 
tional recovery through employment of the 
people in normal and healthy private indus- 
tries.—Washington Herald.

The Cin 
cinnati school, after study and ex 
periments, maintained that garlic 
and onion odors on the breatn come 
"rom the blood via the lungs, anc 
that mouth washes merely mask 
the offending odor and do not cure 
t 
I have sometimes pondered whe- 


.her such a breath calls for a cure 
or for an operation. 


The Harvard school, on the other 


hand, having made a careful studj 
and some experiments along sim- 
lar lines, insisted that the odor on 
the breath of garlic or onion caters 
comes from the essential oil con- 
tained in these vegetables, but thi: 
docs not come via the lungs or in 
air arising from the stomach or in 
ialivary secretion, J>ut arises solely 
rorn particles of onion or garlic 
retained in nooks in the mouth or 
about the teeth and gums. In sup- 
port of the Harvard contention they 
aid the breath can be immediately 
and completely rid of the odor by 
vashing teeth and tongue and rins- 
ng the mouth with a solution of 
hloramine. The chlorine liberated 
n the mouth 
reacts chemically 


vith the essential oils and deodoriz- 
s them. Later the Harvard school 
made a supplementary report to 
he effect that a diluted solution of 
odium 
hypochlorite 
has 
been 


ound to be somewhat more cffcc- 
ive than the chloraminc solution. 
Dilute solution of sodium hypo- 
hloride is official in the U. S. and 
British Pharmacopoeia, under the 
itle of Liquor sodii hypochloritis 
ilutus. It may be used undiluted or 
mixed half and half with water, as 


mouth wash. 
There is no question that the odor 
n the breath of a person who has 
aken in a skinful of booze is due 
o the alcohol or aldehyde excreted 
iru the lungs. Neither this nor any 
thcr mouthwash can remove such 
n odor. The attempt to mask or 
mother the telltale odor with pun- 
ent aromatics such as cloves, pep- 


permint, etc., merely calls attention 
to the depravity: If you do not wish 
to let any one detect the odor on 
your breath the most certain pre- 
ventive is not to drink. 


Less pronounced unpleasant odor 


on the breath is generally due to 
decomposing particles of food re- 
tained between the teeth or about 
dentures. Perhaps frequent use of 
sodium perborate as tooth powder 
or in solutSbn as mouth wash is the 
best corrective for this. The use 
of dental floss to remove particles 


arsenic poisoning is sometimes th< 
first clue to the diagnosis.

Some states still 
own barren mountain ridges and 
miles of cut-over forest land to 
show for husky lumps of educa- 
tional funds. 


Some states simply dumped the 


endowment money into the state 
treasury to use for salaries and 
roads. In turn they promised to 
pay to the schools

equivalent of five per cent inter- 
est on the money so diverted. They 
have to support the schools any- 
way so it is easy enough for a 
state to comply with the federal 
law by specifying that of the S2.- 
800,000 
or

schools. $1,200.000 Is really inter- 
est on the endowments. 


One western state, finding itself 


in the midst of an agricultural de- 
pression, poured out the 
school' 


money in the form of loans on 
farms. Quite a few chunks went

The Wagner Law and Normal 


Human Relationships in 


/ 
Kimberly-Clark Corporation 


Kimberly-Clark Industrial 
Relations Talk No. 2 


In our previous open discussion of employer-employee relaiionships in 


Kimberly-Clark, we have referred to the reasons for cancellation of the la- 
bor contract between employees and management of this company. Twice 
we have pointed out that, in part the reason for cancellation was that there 
were certain unintentional violations of the Wagner Labor Relations Act. 
This statement is made without apology. In order that the people of our 
communities may understand it, however, it is necessary to point out cer- 
tain provisions of that Law, 


To do so we must be a bit technical: — The Law declares that employees have the right 


to self-organize, to form, join, or assist labor organizations of their own choosing, etc. 
This 


is as it should be. The Law then states that it shall be an unfair labor practice on the part of 
an employer or his agents (but nobody else) to interfere with, restrain, or coerce employees 
in the exercise of these rights. The language used in the Law is so general and the interpre- 
tations under it are so broad that it prohibits any expression of opinion whatsoever on the 
part of anyone who may be in any way connected with the management of the company. 
In other words, no officer of the company, no^plant manager, no supervisor, no sub-foreman 
may say a word that might sway the thinking of any employee as^o~his action about labor 
organization.

Now let us iurn to the relationship between men and women in Kimberly- 


Clark mills. Let us bring into view some of the family, social, and personal 
relationships which one finds there. 


There are in the employ of this company, from President F. J. Sensenbren* 


ner down, men and women who have been with us up to 50 years. The AP- 
PLETON POST-CRESCENT, within the past two weeks carried the story of 
one Kimberly-Clark employee who had completed 45 years of employment 
without any lost time due to accident. 


FATHER AND SON 


With such records of service, situations like the following are common: 


An hourly employee finally reached the position of manager in one of our 
mills. His son is now an hourly paid employee in the same mill and is liv- 
ing in his father's house. Who could be more qualified to advise this son 
than his own father? Yet, the provisions of the Law to which I have refer- 
red, prohibit this father from even discussing with his son what the son 
might do relative to labor organization. The father may sit at home and 
hear the discussions between his son and the other members of the family, 
yet he must keep silent because any statement he might make might be con- 
strued as interference or coercion, and the corporation would be held re- 
sponsible. 


BROTHERS, FRIENDS, NEIGHBORS 


Take, for instance, the case of two brothers living under the same roof. 


One has become a foreman while the other is still on hourly rate and elig- 
ible for union membership. The whole subject referred to above must never 
become a matter of conversation between them. 
Many Kimberly-Clark 


men and women are neighbors and friends, not only in their work but in 
their social relationships. One or more of them have become supervisors. 
They must seal their lips, otherwise anything they may say on this subject 
might be charged against their employer as coercion. 


The only safe course under the law for those who have become super- 


intendents, foremen, or sub-foremen, is to refuse even to discuss the mat- 
ter of organization with their friends who are eligible for membership in any 
labor organization. The ban of silence covers approximately 300 super- 
visors and as many more salaried workers who might in any way be con- 
sidered as attached to the management of the company. 


SILENCE BREEDS SUSPICION 


We believe that most citizens will recognize how impossible it is to make 


fair laws without taking into account the normal social relationships of 
life. Perhaps that is one reason why the Prohibition Amendment failed. The 
Wagner Labor Relations Act requires silence between friends and fel- 
low workmen even when one asks for another's opinion. The silence de- 
manded by one's desire to comply with the law can only breed suspicion, 
and suspicion is the destroyer of mutual confidence. We doubt if the peo- 
ple m the communities where Kimberly-Clark mills are located want prohi- 
bitions which, in this fashion, interfere with the normal, everyday contact 
between employees and management.

Depressed Child Should 


Be Treated Delicately 


BY ANGELO PATKI 


Every once in a while a teacher or a parent reports that a pupil is de- 
pressed: that he says he wants to die. He sits apart, refuses to be in- 
terested in anything, knits his brows and drops his head and demands to 
be left alone to die. 


Often this is a passing mood of adolescence. Sometimes it is the symp- 


tom of mental illness. In any case the child is not to be laughed at or 
teased, or ignored. Nor is«he to be petted and made much of, and his con- 
dition made a matter of excited talk and flutter and general helter-skel- 
ter behavior. • 


Be calm and get control of your own mind first. It takes a cool head 


and a steady mind to help a depressed child. First, and this is acutely 
important, see that the child's eliminatory processes are functioning to 
the limit. Many a case of depression gets its start in intestinal indigestion 


Routine this child carefully. I mean by that, see that his day is sched- 


uled so that he knows what to do and what to expect from hour to hour 
He rises and goes to bed at set times without variation. His meals are 
served by the clock. His baths are taken at set times, one in the morning 
and one at night according to what the physician says. His diet must be 
regulated by his physician. 


Play, that is. recreation of some 
sort, is essential to the depressed 
child. Don't expect him to play 
baseball. He rarely does. But find 
the activity that pleases him and 
let that be his recreation. He is like- 
ly to want music. He shoul^ have

it Maybe he will work in the gar- 
den raising some particular plant. 
Maybe he wants to walk, or ride. 
It he will swim that will be just 
fine. Try to get some sort of fun 
into his day. Keep on trying no 
matter how many times he refuses. 


Bring in a companion or two. In- 


sist that they come. Do the insisting 
out of the patient's hearing. Let the 
responsibility for seeing them fall 
on the child. Take much for grant- 
ed even when you are trembling 
with anxiety. The casual air is best. 


The work the child does is of 


chief importance. He must succeed 
in it, master some phase of it. Fail- 
ure in school, or at home, is one of 
the most frequent causes of depres- 
sion in adolescent children. Fit the 
work to their powers so they can 
succeed and never mind the grades. 
Once he gets past this hard place 
the grades will attend to them- 
selves. 


Study the people about this child 


and be quick to discover any who 
have a depressing influence upon 
him. Constant fault-finding, taunt- 
ing, teasing, are very bad. So. too, 
is the influence of one who keeps 
holding up impossible standards, or 
impossible achievements. I've seen 
one boy laid on his back because a 
man kept telling him what a fine 
fellow he would be if only he could 
fly like Lindbergh. The boy had 
no qualification for flying, and why 
should he be told to be a Lind- 
bergh? There can be but one of 
him. That kind of thing is cruel, 
deadly to mental health. 


Guard such a child's health. Keep 


him under the care of expert phy- 
sicians and teachers. Associate him 
with cheerful, healthy, normal folk.

economists 
to 


this effect—that the continuance of 
business recovery 
in the United 


States depends far more upon busi- 
ness policies than it does upon any- 
thing that may be done, or not 
done, in.Washington. 


Matter of Concern 


The present 
decline 
has not 


the aggregate revenues or an 
increase in the aggregate tax 
burdens of those least able to 
bear them. 
We should give special consider- 


ation to lightening inequitable bur- 
dens on the enterprise of the small 
business men of the nation. Small 
businesses or even those of aver- 
age size have difficulties of financ 
ing and distribution which are no 
shared 
by 
large 
corporations 


Therefore, by special tax consider 
ation they should 
receive 
more 


equal opportunity to compete with 
their more powerful 
competitors 


In this way we may also .find as- 
sistance in our search for a more 
effective method of checking the 
growing concentration of economic 
control and the resultant monopo- 
listic practices which persist today 
in spite of anti-trust statutes. A 
further search for additional meth- 
ods to meet this threat to free com- 
petitive enterprise is called for at 
this time. 


reached serious proportions. But it 
has the effect of decreasing the na- 
tional income—and that is a mat- 
ter of definite concern. 


During the adjournment of the 


congress I have sought to avail my- 
self of the wisdom and advice of 
managers of large industrial and fi- 
nancial enterprise, of owners of

As never 
before in our history, the \vcll- 
hcing- of those who have much, 
as well as those who have less, 
depends upon a contented so- 
ciety of good-will

From these conferences and from 


Budget Question 


The proposed federal budget for 


the coming fiscal year also 
will 


shortly be ready for submission to 
the congress—a budget which I ex- 
pect can be brought within a defin- 
ite balance. 


Still other matters are receiving 


renewed examination—for instance 
the problem of the railroads and of 
other public utilities. Here because 
of thoroughly unsound 
financing 


extending over many past years, so- 
lutions \vill frankly be difficult. 


But as we work with Ihesc 


problems of delail we must not 
forget the broad central truth 
that 
this 
administration has 


pledged itself <o the people of 
the United States to carry on 
with a wide social program 
pointed toward higher living 
standards and a more just dis- 
tribution of the gains of civili- 
zation. Much of that program is,^ 
already in effect—but its con- 
tinued and 
complete 
success 


depends on a wide distribution 
of an immensely enlarged na- 
tional income. Such enlarge- 
ment presupposes full employ- 
ment of both capital and labor— 
reasonable 
profits and 
fair 


wascs —a resumption of that 
vigorous moving equilibrium 
which began in 1933. 
Defla- 


tion and inflation 
are 
equal 


enemies of Ihe balanced econo- 
my that will produce that pro- 
gressive increase in national in- 
come. 
In the attainment of the broad 


central purpose we rrcognize many 
related objectives. 
This message, 


however, deals with only four of 
these objectives—four 
which 
arc 


already being considered by the 
congress. 
Two relate directly to 


the stabilization and maintennnce 


other sources 
many suggestions of the purchasing power of the na- 
v 
— ' 
— J '- -"-—'tion. The other two. essential tools 
have come to me and to other 
members of the executive branch of 
the government. Some of these rec- 
ommendations are consistent with 
each other; some are at complete 
variance. 


But these discussions make it 


clear that we have enough wisdom 
in the country today not only to 
check the present recession but to 
lay the ground work for a more 
permanent recovery. If the people 
are as willing as government to use 
the economic knowledge gained in 
recent years, this recession need go 
no further. 


No Prolonged Slump 


With 
the exercise 
of ordinary 


prudence, there is no reason why 
•we should suffer any prolonged re- 
cession, let alone any general eco- 
nomic paralysis. Despite some mal- 
adjustments, which can be correct- 
ed, underlying conditions are not 
unfavorable. 


The fundamental situation is 


not to be compared with the far 
different 
conditions of 1929. 


The banking system is not over 
extended. 
Interest rates are 


lower. Inventories are not dan- 
gerously large. \Ve are no long- 
er ovcr-extcntlecl in new con- 
struction or in capital equip- 
ment. 
Speculation 
requiring 


liquidation docs not overhang1 
our markets. 
Obviously an immediate task is 


to try to increase the use of private 
capital to create employment. Pri- 
vate enterprise, with 
cooperation 


on the part of government, can ad- 
vance to higher levels of industrial 
activity than those reached earlier 
this year. Such advance will assure 
balanced budgets. 
But obviously 


also, government can not let nature 
take its course without regard to 
•consequences. If private enterprise 
does not respond, government must 
take up the slack. 


Plans New Message 


What we can do covers so wide a 


field and so many subjects tthat it 
is not feasible to include them all in 
this message. 


A little later I will address you 


further in regard to proposals to 
encourage private capital to enter 
the field of new housing on a large 
scale—a field which during the past 
four years has failed almost com- 
pletely to keep pace with the mark- 
ed improvement in other industries. 


On the subject of taxation, in ac- 


cordance with my suggestion of last 
spring, committees of the congress, 
with the cooperation of the treasury 
department, are already engaged in 
studies aimed at the elimination of 
any injustices in our tax laws. Un- 
just provisions should be removed 
provided such removal 
does not 


create new injustices. 


Modifications 
adequate 
to 


encourage 
productive enter- 


prise, especially for the smaller 
businesses, must not extend to 
the point of using the corporate 
form for the purpose of hiding 
it tc reduce or eliminate taxes 
in a way nol open to an indi- 
vidual or 
partnership. 
Nor 


should we extend tax privileges 
to speculative profits on cap- 
itol where the 'intent of the 
original risk was speculation 
rather than the actual develop- 
ment of productive enterprise. 


• Nor can we at this time accept 


revision of our revenue,laws 


involves a reduction in 


for the whole task, jook to the im- j 
provement of the machinery and 
functioning of both the executive 
and the legislative branches of the 
federal government. 


1. Agriculture: Intention to pass 


a new and permanent national farm 
act was declared by the congress 
in joint 
resolution last summer. 


Great as the need then, that need 
is still greater today. Some crops 
will begin 
to be planted within 


three months. 


In recent weeks farmers 
hav 


once more been facing acute sur 
pluses and failing prices. 
Cotton 


farmers are harvesting the larges 
Cflton crop in all our history—five 
million bales more than the mar 
kets of this country and of thi 
world 
have been accustomed t< 


take. 
Corn 
iarmers 
and potati 


farmers are harvesting crops tha 
j t 
j _ . _ ,

threaten to crush them for produc 
ing this plenty. And the producers 
of other crops are wondering how 
soon they, too, will be the victims 
of surplus uncontrolled. 


We must continue in our ef- 


forts toward abundance without 
waste. 
We need legislation 


which will not only prevent 
new farm surpluses from caus- 
ing new collapse in farm prices, 
but which will also safeguard 
farmers and consumers against 
the hazards of crop failure. We 
need an "all weather" farm 
plan —a plan that uses the rea- 
sonable surpluses of a year of 
good weather to carry over 
food supplies to make up for 
the shortages of a year of bad 
weather. 
Out of the experience of the last 


five years we have learned that 
with the aid of the government 
farmers 
can 
successfully 
guard 


themselves against economic dis- 
aster. 


In formulating a farm program 


:here are certain things we must 
<eep in mind. 


We must keep in mind the fer- 


tility of our soil. We have begun to 
assist farmers to stop the waste of 
soil and save the gocxl soil that re- 
mains. Any sound, long-lime pro- 
gram must have soil conservation 
as a principal goal. 


Fair Farm Income 


We must keep in mind the eco- 


nomic welfare of farm supplies. As 
a long-time national policy, farm- 
ers must have a fair share in the 
national income to supply farmers' 
buying to keep city factories run- 
ning, 


We must keep in mind the con- 


sumers of the nation 
The blight- 


ing droughts of 1934 and 1936 which 
spelt disaster for so many farmers 
in those years were brought for- 
cibly to our large cities in the high 
prices of many foodstuffs this- year. 
Consumers should have the same 
protection against the underproduc- 
tion of years of scarcity as the 
farmers should have against the 
overproduction of years of glut. 


We must keep in mind the 


American 
democratic 
w a y. 


Farm programs can not Ion* 
succeed unless they have the 
active support of the farmers 
who take part in them. Our 
program should continue to he 
one planned and administered, 
so.far as possible, by the farm- 
ers themselves. 
Here acain, 


majority rule seems justified. 


If and when huge surpluses in 
any one crop threaten to engulf 
all the producers of that crop, 
our laws should provide ways 
by which a small minority may 
be kept from destroying- the 
proceeds of the soil of the great 
majority. 
We must keep in 
mind 
the 


United States treasury. 1 have al 
ready expressed my view that i 
the new farm act provides for ex. 
penditure of funds beyond those 
planned in the regular budget, ad 
ditional means should be provid 
ed to yield the additional revenue 
May I reiterate that with all the 
emphasis I can give? 


U. S. Powers Upheld 


We must keep in mind the Con- 


stitution of the United States, al- 
though vital portions of the ag- 
riculture adjustment act were sec 
aside nearly two years ago by the 
supreme court, acts of congress 
to improve labor relations and as- 
sure workers' security have since 
then been upheld. In these later 
decisions the powers of the fed- 
eral government to regulate com- 
merce between the states and to 
tax and spend for the general wel- 
fare have been

ernment can be made only by cut-

The Kaukauna lodge was started 


by three men: A. C. Bossard. then 
station agent for the Chicago and 
Northwestern 
Railway, 
J. 
H. 


Crowns, a photographer, and Mr. 
Mitchell, an official of the Kau- 
kauna Lumbering and 
Manufac- 


turing company. 


Several years before the efforts 


of these three men were success- 
ful an attempt was made to orga- 
nize a lodge here but failed. Ap- 
pleton gave the Kaukauna men per- 
mission to form a lodge heie. nine 
charter members joining. 


Records Lost In Fire 


The first meetings were held in 


the Riesc and Watson building on 
the north side. The lodge moved its 
quarters later to the Finnegan block 
and finally to the Martens building, 
its present location. 
In 1922 the 


Martens building burned and many 
of the old records of the Masons' 
were destroyed. 


J. C. Mitchell was early connect- 


ed with civic activities in Kaukau- 
na. He. together with four others, 
formed the first baseball association 
here in 1885. He was city alderman 
for five years, supervisor for six 
years and deputy oil inspector for 
six years. He later became the post- 
master on the north side, and serv- 
ed in this capacity for nine years. 


The first officers of the "Masons 


were A. C. Bossard. senior warden; 
J. H. Crowns, junior warden; R. P. 
Dart, treasurer: Frank Watson, sec- 
retary; G. W. Collins, senior deacon; 
J. H. Ward, junior deacon; Thomas

salaries received at that time by 
city officials and their present ones 


With the growth of Kaukauna the 


salary of the city clerk has increas- 
ed from $500 per year in 1891 to 
$2,400 per year. However, in thai 
year the city clerk only had to be 
on the job from 10 to 12 in the 
morning and 1 to 3 in the afternoon 
to earn his wage. In 1891 the city 
attorney received $200; today he 
draws $656. The city physician re- 
ceives $500 today compared to $200 
in 1891. 


The councilmcn of that time were 


not particularly strict in attending 
meetings. They convened on April 
21, 1891. for example, and, upon ad- 
journment, set the next meeting for 
April 23. When a quorum was not 
present on that date, they postponed 
it until later, and it was not until 
four 
more 
postponements 
that 


enough councilmcn met to hold a 
legal meeting. 


The council's request for taxes to 


run the city in 1891 was more than 
twice as much as in 1890, $24,159 
compared to $11,692. Requests for 
state and county tax money showed 
an increase also, $10,000 compared 
to $8,564.

You will fre- 
quently hear some mediocre shot, 
or one who has had very little ex- 
perience at either, say "Trap-shoot- 
ing does not help one in the field," 
or you may hear someone who has 
seen a clay target match one or 
twice say. "Trapshooters may be 
able to hit those clay birds, but 
they can't bring down live birds." 


Of course there are unusual cas- 


es. Not all trapshooters are good 
wing shots. And there are great live 
bird shots who have never blazed 
away at a clay target. However, 
here is our argument, very much in 
favor of the trapshooters and skeet 
shot. To learn to point a gun prop- 
erly is one of the fundamentals of 
shooting, obviously the one who 
learns this has a better opportunity 
of becoming a good field shot than 
anyone who has not learned it. 
Hasn't the first class billiard play- 
er a better chance to learn billiards 
than the player who has never han- 
dled any kind of a cue? Remember 
that there is no closed season at the 
traps. The trapshooter handles his 
shotgun 12 months of the year. He 
knows its pattern; he knows how 
to point it and knows just what it 
will do.

Under one part per million ap- 


pears in Appleton water, a test 
by the state board of health show- 
ed. The United States Public Heajth 
service has set one part per million 
of water as the danger point. 


Effects of fluorine on the human 


body are not definitely known, ac- 
cording to Dr. F. A. Bull, supervis- 
or of dental education of the state 
board. However, tests have shown 
that when the poison has been tak- 
en into the human body, it is not 
thrown off but is stored in the 
bones and the teeth. Damage to 
the teeth however, is limited to the 
first seven years of life when per- 
manent teeth are forming

drink fluorine-bearing water, he 
said. 


Mottling varies in severity 
ac- 


cording to individual resistance and 
the amount of fluorine in the wa- 
ter. The element attacks the thou- 
sands of tiny rods that make up 
tooth enamel. The result is that the 
enamel becomes chalky and opaque 
instead of retaining Its 
natural 


transparency. It leaves the enamel 
porous so that it discolors easily 
and is attacked more rapidly by 
bacteria.

at a prohibitive cost, it is claimed, 
through the use of bone filters or 
other substances for v,hich the ele- 
ment has an affinity. Tests are be- 
ing made to decrease the cost of 
elimination and to develop a more 
efficient system of removal.
